The general property tax waa pnt 
into effect In Kentucky par'ly because 
It waa believed that under the old sya- 

tem a Bioal deal of proiicrty In tlio 
shape of nionpy. Ijonda, stocks, tiioit 
Rages, lien notes and oth(>r evl(l<'nci's 
of credit escaped taxation. It was 
hoped that by a rigid system of assess- 
ment and inspection a (reater amount 
of this class of p rOiWr t y eotdd be 
brought to U^t, greatlir tn e r eaal a g 
tt* revenue^ of the ataii. 

The system has succeeded in bring- 
ing some of this kind of propei^y to 
llcht. but there Is still an enormoiiR 
amount of It that escapes taxation. 

The peneral property tax. it yhnuirt 
be reinembered, decrees that the same 
tax must fall on all classes of property. 
L<et us suppose a man, living in almost 
any town in the state, is tha owner of 
a land note (or $1,000, on which 6 per 
oent Intereat la paid blm. In some of 
tbe towns In tbe atate his combined 
town, county and state tax would be 
over $:!; In most of thcin It would he 
between $:;.r>0 and Manifestly, a 

man will l)e v«'ry unwilling to plve In 
for taxation a piece nf property that 
yields him 6 per cent only, when by 
ao reporting it he condemns himself 
to having to give up nearly half the 
Income from that property to tbe tax 
ooUector. 

Perjury or Confiscation. 

But the greater part of property of 
this class does not pay as much as 6 
per cent. A vast amotint of this prop- 
rity licM In the state, perhaiis as 
miicli as hair of It, is property hold In 
trust for the benefit of widows and 
children who are not able to earn 
money tbemaelvea, bat depend fbr 
their support upob tbe Income from 
property that baa been left tbem by 
the husband and father and whlcli 
will be largely invested In notes, 
stocks, bonds and this general cljias of 
property. In normal times much of 
this class of investment will not pay 
over 4 per cent, the income running 
from 4 to 514 per cent. If, now, th'^ 
ta:: rate absorbs from 2^ to 8 per 
cent, it will be rradily seen that very 
little Is left for the support of these 
helpless peo;j1(>. 

The temptation to conceal property 
whPn the tr.x on it will absorb from 
on ' ''air til three -fou I li!- of the income 
it ,\ii"l(|s is "ti'i'iKtM' than the normal 
man can n sist, and as a rule h<' does 
not try to resist it In any state where 
this ayatem of the general property 
tax preTaila, and that is why the tax 
antborltlea of atatea are eomlng ao 
generally to denonnoa It In Kentucky 
the evaslona of tbe tax on tbla claas 
of property are enormous. In Septem- 
ber, 1905, only 111,480,000 of bonds, 
only |1, ins, 195 of stock In corpora- 
tions and only $13,04(;.s37 of bank de- 
posits was piven in for taxation, al- 
though the banks and trust companies 
of the state contained in that year 
198,600,000 of depoaits. At tbe same 
time tbe aaaeaaora ware aUo to find 
only $6,407,511 of money outalde tbe 
banks, or a total of about 918,600.000 
of money. That there should have bewn 
then only about 193,000,000 of deposits 
In the banks of the entire state of 
Kentucky is the most damning proof 
of the anpreme eeo n oM l c tolly of oar 
system. 

Kffoet on Value of Real Ketate. 

We may mark the aecondary effect 
of this policy In the valuation of real 
eatate. it takes capital and accompa- 
nying prosperity to enhance n al es- 
tate values. In IKKO the as- 
sessed real estate valuation was 
8265,085,908, or 8160 per capita. 
In 1890, before our new oonatitutlon 
with the presant tas syateiB weet Into 
effect, the valuation inoreaaed to 8203 
per capita. In 1900, after eight years 
of the new tax ayatem. It had In- 
creased to 8209 — an Increase of only 
86 per caiilta. The total assessed 
wealth of the state In 18K0 Wius $'-'12.6:; 
per caiiita In 1890. just before the 
new coustitiition, it had increased to 
8275.80. From 1890 to 190C. with 14 
yeara under the new tax system, it in- 
creased only to 8293 per cimrtta— an 
increase of leaa than flS per capita In 

16 years. 

Tender our old constitution, with all 
Its imperfections, there was some lati- 
tude Kivon to localities in the encoui- 
agoment of industries. The new con- 
stitution adopted in 1S91 abolished 
moat of this, but did allow municlpall- 
tiea to give live yearn* osemptlon to 
new manufaeturlnc eoooema. Tbe act 
putting tbla elanae of tbe oonatltvtlon 
into effect waa not paaaed onttl 1898. 
The decade, then, from 1880 to 1890 
illustrates the progress pos^^)l(■ under 
the old liberal system; tlie decade 
from 1890 to 1900 Illustrates the result 
of the narrow policy of tbe new con- 
atitntlon before partial exemption be- 
came eflaotive. and the years since 
1900 well abow the result of the liberal 
policy «xf enoooracement. Mark then 
tbe reanlt: From 1880 to 1890, under 
a policy of encouragement, the capital 
employed In manufacturing in Ken- 
tucky Increased 74.2 per cent.
